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INTRODUCTION 


THE NATIONAL IRIS GARDENS were established 
at Beaverton, Oregon, in 1910 by Howard Weed, a 
Landscape Architect from Chicago. Later his two 
sons, Wilbur and Thurlow Weed, joined him in the 
business but they are now officers in the Army for 
the duration. The garden is located on the Canyon 
Road, one mile east of Beaverton and five miles west 
of Portland. Some four thousand visitors view the 
gardens each year, mostly during the month of May 
when fifty thousand iris in a thousand varieties are in 
bloom. During June, July and August the Hemerocal- 
lis make a fine showing and again during September 
and October the fall blooming iris are in evidence. 


Here new and better varieties are being produced 
each year by hybridization, some thirty of them now 
being introduced. Of the thousand seedlings pro- 
duced each year, but one to four are selected for in- 
troduction. Half of the others are discarded as soon 
as they bloom, the others being offered as selected 
seedlings the equal of many of the named varieties 
yet not distinctly different enough to be given a name. 


Each. year we purchase the betier varieties pro- 
duced by other hybridizers as we aim to have every 
worth-while variety. Also each year we discard the 
older varieties, for we wish our list to be absolutely 
up to date with the very best. We believe our list this 
year to be the largest of the very best varieties listed 
by any grower. We have some 300 varieties not here 
listed that are still under trial, some of which will be 
offered next year. We realize the difficulty our cus- 
tomers will have in selecting varieties to best suit 
them. Beginners will purchase only the less expen- 
sive varieties, but these will show them the beauty 


of these flowers and as they become Irisarians, they 
will appreciate more and more the higher priced new 
varieties as being worth the prices asked. 


The Tall Bearded Iris are the best known and the 
most popular. They bloom during May and June and 
are from 30 to 60 inches tall. The Intermediate Iris 
bloom in April and are 16 to 30 inches in height. The 
Dwarf Iris are those growing to 16 inches and mostly 
used for rock gardens. 


Following the name of the iris in bold type, we give 
the name of the originator and year of introduction. 
Then follows the height in inches dnd the date of 
bloom: VE meaning very early; E denotes early; EM 
denotes early to midseason; M denotes midseason; 
ML midseason to late; L, late, and VL, very late. 


Standards are the three flower petals which rise 
upwards and.the falls are the three petals which fall 
downward. Nearly all fall petals show a lighter color 
toward the haft which is the narrow bottom part and 
this portion is generally covered with a network of 
veining. The beard is the hairy portion in the center 
of the petal.

NATIONAL GIANT 


We have been cross-hybridizing iris for the past 
twenty-five years, during which time we have named 
twenty-seven new varieties, together with four new 
ones this year. A new variety should be entirely dif- 
ferent in some way from any other variety previously 
introduced. Thus each of the four new ones which we 
are introducing this year differ in some respect from 
any varieties heretofore on the market. We already 
have too many varieties which so resemble each 
other that it is hard to tell them apart, so in our annual 
discarding we leave out the poorest of these. The 
newer varieties are necessarily higher priced than 
the older varieties owing to there being so few of 
them, each year the prices being lowered as the sup- 
ply increases. 

We are justly proud of our own introductions, two— 
Icy Blue and Michelangelo—having been awarded 
Honorable Mention by the A.I.S. Each year we pol- 
linate several thousand plants and raise seedlings 
therefrom. But only a very few of these seedlings are 
named and introduced as new varieties. Of these 
seedlings over half are thrown away when they first 
bloom, as not being worthy of being saved, and the 
best of the others being sold as seedlings. Should 
any seedling be of special merit, it is named and 
offered for sale. But such new variety must be supe- 
rior in color or size to any variety now on the market, 
or vary in some way to all others.

GENERAL McARTHUR. 36”. VL. An enormous 
cream white self. Fragrant. S. closed, F. drooping. 
Gold veining and gold washing toward haft, broad 
gold beard. We place this new vareity on the market 
with full assurance that it will prove to be the best

HALLOWE'EN NIGHT. 36’. A very distinct lemon 
yellow self with 15 blossoms to the stalk beginning to 
bloom the last of September and continuing for six 
weeks. The tallest of all the twice bloomers, in fact 
the only one being three feet in height. One stalk 
makes.a full bouquet by itself. $15.00 


JULY BEAUTY. 36". S. powder blue, F. light violet. 
Haft with violet markings on a white background. 
Beard light in front, changing to yellow in back. Very 
fine branching with six large blooms to stalk. Very 
fragrant. This variety is unique in that it does not 
come into bloom until the first of July and remains in 
bloom for six weeks, thus making it a distinct addition

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THURLOW WEED. 38". A six petaled iris of dis- 
tinction, the standards and falls being open and not 
distinguished from each other. Cream white, heavily 
veined gold over entire upper half of petal. Slight 
vestige of gold beard on alternate petals—none on 
others. All six petals are identical and true falls, there 
being no standards. Four to six style arms but no 
stamens whtaever.. Petals never bend far over or 
hang downward horizontally, but are slightly cup- 
shaped like a fly-catcher. 


All blossoms present the same six-petaled appear- 
ance. Stalks grow to 40 inches and bear seven or 
more flowers on a well branched stem. Medium fra- 
grance and late to bloom. The open appearance of 
the flower with one being able to see directly down 
into the center and view the style arms there is most 
unusual and attractive. It is the most unusual of all 
iris and one of the most distinctive oddities of the

CLARET VELVET. EM; 32”. Wine red. Closed standards of dark 
maroon-red; very velvety, flaring falls of dark maroon-red, with 
no veining whatever visible; inconspicuous burnt gold beard. 
Slightly fragrant, large flowers on short, well-branched stalks. 


This introduction is a deep, dark wine red self, the same color 
hue as a glass of claret wine. We never have seen an iris of

EVOLVED. M; 48". Bronze-violet blend. Closed standards of 
bronze, suffused with violet; down-falling falls of light violet, 
edged bronze-brown; average appearing gold beard; brown vein- 
ing on amber ground conspicuous at haft.

Closed standards of dark 
golden-bronze, lightly washed red; very velvety, ruffled, down- 
falling falls of dark red, with no undertoning; red veining on 
prominent gold ground seen at haft; conspicuous bright orange 
beard. Strong, well-branched stalks bear seven large, non-fra- 
grant blossoms. This variety is particularly valuable because of

FOREST AFLAME (Nat'l) VL; 35”. Standards closed; falls semi- 
flaring; inconspicuous orange beard; strong fragrance; ” size 
gigantic; extra well-branched stalks.

IRIS, HEMEROCALLIS 


TALL BEARDED IRIS 


These are the iris most generally known and by far the most pop- 
ular. During May and June, they form a riot of color in the garden. 
Name of iris is in large bold-face letters; name, or abbreviation of 
name, of originator is enclosed in parenthesis. 


After the originating hybridizer's name appears the initial or 
initials which denotes the approximate time the variety blooms in 
relation to the entire iris flowering period: VE denotes ‘'very early”; 
E denotes ‘‘early’’; EM denotes ‘early to midseason”; M denotes 
“midseason’’; ML denotes "midseason to late’; L denotes “late”; 
and VL denotes ‘'very late’’. 


Height of average bloom stalk is given in inches: 40’’ denotes 
that the variety produces bloom stalks growing approximately 40 
inches high. Height as well as flower size and number of flowers 
to a stalk varies with soil, cultivation, age of clump, and climate. 


Following the height description of certain varieties appears the 
letters H.M. which denote the variety has received an Honorable 
Mention award from the American Iris Society; A.M. which denotes 
the variety has received the higher Award of Merit; and Dykes 
Medal which denotes the iris was selected as the most outstanding 
varity of the year—such award being voted five years following the 
season of its commercial introduction. 


Standards are the three flower petals which rise upward: when 
they touch at top of dome, they are referred to as “closed”; when 
they fail to touch and there is a slight opening down through which 
the flower center may be seen, they are referred to as ’’slightly 
open”; and when they are extended quite far apart so center of 
flower may be fully seen, they are referred to as “open”. 


Falls are the three flower petals falling toward earth: when they 
grow approximately straight downward, they are referred to as 
“down-falling’’; when they slant outward and downward at an 
angle, they are referred to as “semi-flaring’; and when they grow 
nearly straight outward horizontally, they are referred to as ‘‘flar- 
ing”. 

Nearly all fall petals display a lighter color toward haft where 
petal joins balance of flower, and this portion generally is covered 
by a network of veining. Where this haft color and veining is par- 
ticularly noticeable, we have mentioned the fact in our descrip- 
tion; but where the haft color and veining is average in appearance 
and not a noticeable feature of the flower, we have omitted its 
mention. We also have called attention to the few varieties which 
display no haft marking or veining. 

The beard is the narrow band of short hair-like growths which 
grow from haft one-third to one-half way down the fall petal. Where 
the beard is average in appearance or inconspicuous, we have not 
mentioned it in our description. Where the beard is prominent and a 
conspicuous feature of the flower’s appearance, we have stated 
such fact.

MARGARET PERRY 
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WE ARE fortunate to have our iris 
gardens in the Pacific North- 
west where iris rhizomes grow 
to perfection. That iris rhizomes 
grown in this section are supe- 
rior to those grown in other 
parts of the United States is a fact recognized 
by other commercial growers. Iris rhizomes 
grown in this Pacific Northwest section gen- 
erally throw up one or more bloom stalks the 
first spring after placement regardless of what 
state in which they may be planted. 





The iris rhizome pictured on this page is 
that of a root showing increase buds devel- 
oping a few months after replanting in a cus- 
-tomer’s garden. These buds have just started 
to develop but have not attained the size pic- 
tured when the rhizomes are shipped from 
our gardens to our customers in the summer 
months. Not all rhizomes have the number 
of buds shown, but we always make sure at 
time of shipment that there are two or more 
such buds—for without increase buds, the 
thizome will not flower the following spring. 


The Oregon climate is a mild one with 
plenty of moisture and a long growing season 
which enables the iris roots to grow and 
develop exceptionally well. But each winter 
we have a touch of snow and several weeks 
of freezing temperature which hardens the 
iris roots and freezes out the weakling plants 
and less hardy sorts. Oregon-grown iris are 
perfectly hardy—as hardy as those grown in 
the northern-most and eastern-most states. 


We are located on Canyon Road, a contin- 
uation of Jefferson street, 5 miles west of 
Portland's city hall. There is bus service ev- 
ery half hour; get off bus just beyond Nendel’s 
station at Walker road and walk up hill on 
right. Our gardens are in full bloom through- 
out May and early June. 


Unfortunately, many flower lovers have 
obtained the erroneous impression that iris 
flowers are not particularly attractive and 
that the color range is limited. This impres- 
sion has been created in the minds of many 
because the only iris blossoms which they see 
in gardens are the older types which were in 
commerce prior to the great advance made 
through scientific breeding. Ninety-five per 
cent of the varieties which we offer were 
originated by hybridizers during the 1930's 
... they are beautiful modern iris. Modern iris 
differ as greatly from the varieties in exist- 
ence during the 1920’s or earlier as do the 
1942 automobiles differ from the ugly, top- 
heavy, inferior motor cars of that early period. 


Visitors to our gardens during blooming 
season invariably exclaim, ‘Why, these flow- 
ers are gorgeous! I didn’t know iris were so 
beautiful! Where did you get all.the colors 
and color combinations?"’ Then some of them 
are bound to ask, ‘How do you get the plants 
to produce such tall bloom stalks bearing so 
many huge blossoms? Mine never do that!’’ 
It is with great difficulty that we convince 
them that the height, size, and number of 
blossoms is due to hereditary factors bred into 
the improved modern variety and not to spe- 
cial care. Hybridizers have bred for improve- 
ment in height, size, floriferousness, and color 
and they have achieved great success. 


These new improved varieties, incidentally, 
can only be obtained from commercial iris 
specialists like ourselves. Seed firms and gen- 
eral nurserymen almost invariably carry only 
the very old, out-moded, inferior, cheap sorts 
which iris specialists have long ago thrown 
on the junk heap. This spring we went 
through the catalogs of seed firms, nursery- 
men, and general perennial growers situated 
throughout the nation. We regretfully ob- 
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RHIZOMES 


served that nearly all iris offered were the unattractive sorts we grew in our gardens 
during the First World War years and in the early 1920's. 

Seed firms, nurserymen, and small iris growers often tell prospective customers that 
iris should be purchased as near home as possible for: (1) the roots do not carry satis- 
factory; and (2) roots from another section will not grow and bloom so well. Both these 
statements are base, downright lies made for the purpose of discouraging the sending 
of mail orders to Oregon where both climate and soil happen to be particularly favorable 
for iris growth. We make shipments every year to Australia, China, England, South 
Africa and other far-away lands and customers there report receipt of the iris rhizomes 
in good condition. Needless to say, every state in the union is considerably closer than 
such countries; customers in the most distant state receive shipments within a week from 
time of mailing, and plants are as fresh then as the day they were dug. 

We have had a number of customers in New England and the Midwest write to us that 
our roots were larger, grew better, produced more increases, and threw up stronger 
bloom stalks than roots purchased from growers within a few miles of their home.
